The Javga btiBiiiess of tlie Hastings 
Mill Co.' is managed C'npt: J'. : A. 
Jtaymui - , who was up lo his nyes in 
JbUsines.^ but who, ncvortlioless, extend- 
ed a xordial. invitation to us to remain; 
but we had only corue to visit the ter- 
mini and were compelled to decline his 
hospitality. Tho Westminster people 
are fond of referring to Burrard Tnlet 
as their Brighton. Tho fancy must bo 
capable of great things that can detect 
a resemblance between Burrard Inlet 
and the great English watering placo; 
but, nevertheless, tho Inlet is greatly 
resorted to in tho summer season by 
tho people of the Royal City, and the 
picturesque shores are dotted here and 
there with the tents of families who are 
camping out for the Benson. As we 
stood on the wharf at the Hastings 
Mills merry voices floated over the water 
and presently the little steamer Sena- 
tor, tilled with pleasure-seekers, glided 
in sight and came gracefully into one 
of the slips, On the opposite shoreof the 
Inlet tho lumber mills of tho Moody ville 
Sawmill Co. were puffing away with 
great vigor and accepting u warm in- 
vitation from the party to embark wo 
were soon steaming across (lie li arbor 
in the direction of 

MOODY villi:. 
These mills are very extensive; 
tho harbor is capacious and well 

' protected, with excellent holding ground 
for a largo lleet of vessels. The shore 

• rises in an easy grade from the water's 
edge- and on the sides of the slope or 
bench are situated the dwellings of the 
oinployds of tho mills, On the summit 
of a beautiful grassy knoll, surrounded 
by neatly laid out lawns and flower 
plots stands "fnvcrmore," the ele- 
gant homo of Senator NELsoK.the resid- 
ent partner of tho Moodyvillo Sawmill 
Co., — a popular and hospitable gentle 
man. The situation of Moody ville is 
one of the most charming in tho whole 
province, and although the place has 
as yet put forward no claim to the ter- 
minus, many of its inhabitants declaro 
that it possesses great advantages, which, 
explained and understood, will be sure 
to make it the terminus.

Near the mill wo mot a solemn-look- 
ing individual. He was pointed out as 
a man who had invested his savings in 
a town lot at Port Moody, and could 
sinco talk of nothing else.

I never go to bed o' nights without 
praying for the fellows on the Hat. I'm 
afeard the title might rise before day- 
light and drown'd them all." 

This sally caused a laugh at the ex 
penseofthe Flat man ; bill be was 
equal to the occasion : 

"Gray's coming up from Victoria 
next week," he said, " lo build flora 
tors so as people who n« ii lots on the 
Bluff can get to them." 

This slaggered the lilufl man for a 
inomont ; hut he came to time again , 
presently — 

"I was down to Muodyville tho 
other day and gave a big order for stilts, 
so that Sir Charles Tapper and his 
party can wall; over the lint without 
getting their feet wet." 

" Ves," retorted tl xpournt of thr 

beauties of the Flat, "and Superinten- 
dent Wilson is going lo lend the party 
telegraph creepers to put on when they 
climb up the face of the hlufl to lee the 
(own." 

What the other won't! have said in 
reply will never be known, for at that 
moment the cry " Port. Mootlv '. runs 
out shrill and clear from the pilothouse ■ 
ami all hands rushed to the starboard 
Bide to stretch I heir necks and foast 
their eyes on the site of the mining 
metropolis.

THE FIRE FIEND AT YALE. 

Further Particulars, Loot, &c, &c. 

When the fire fust broke through a 
garret window in the rear of the Cale- 
donia Hotel it seemed a small affair, so 
much so that people a short distance away 
were not at all alarmed, imagining that 
the fire brigade would extinguish it with 
a few buckets of water. The critical 
moment, however, was not seized upon 
and in a short time the building was en- 
veloped in flames. Wind at the time was 
light and drawing down from the hills 
ba^-k of the town. It is said that two 
men made their way upstairs to a room 
occupied by the party who is supposed to 
have accidentally set the house on lire, in 
order to get him out. He was intoxicat- 
ed and would not move and the men who 
were trying to rescue him had to leave to 
save themselves. Whether the man was 
burnt or not was not known yesterday; 
at any rate no charred remains were dis- 
covered. It was supposed that two men 
lost their lives in tho California Hotel ; 
but a strict search among the ashes after- 
ward failed to show any indications of 
human remains, so that probably thero 
was no loss of life at all. One man got 
seriously hurt by the fall of a varandah 
which struck him rather heavily. He 
will, however, soon get over tho injury. 
Mr. Charles Moore of this city had his 
right hand considerably burnt in endea- 
voring to save some of his goods from tin? 
flames. The fire leaped from building 
to building with amazing rapidity and 
soon jumped across tho street to the 
houses on the river bank, It is the opin- 
ion of many that had the captain of tho 
Win. Irving taken tho responsibility of 
setting his donkey engine to work that 
side of the street might have been saved, 
as a powerful stream could have been 
kept playing on those buildings and an- 
other one if necessary on tho steamer. 
Unfortunately Capt. John Irving was not 
thero or this would certainly have been 
done and much valuable property saved 
from the devouring element. The Op- 
peuheimer firm and others threw a largo 
amount of goods over the bank down to 
the edge of the river. Some of this 
stuff was stolen and carried off by Indians. 
One gentleman chartered a large canoe 
and tilled it up with valuable goods. After 
the tiro was over he went down to look 
for his canoeload of stuff but it was miss- 
ing. Neither canou nor crew has yet. 
turned up and as he is unable to identify 
the men the probabilities are that noth- 
ing will bo recovered. It is supposed 
that at least S-HHM) worth of goods was 
stolen by thievish whites anil In- 
dians. Looting was not confined to the 
river bank. A very great deal of stealing 
was done in the upper part of the town 
and down below where tho tiro started. 
Homano saw a man with a full suit of his 
es on, but could not give him into 
custody for the simple reason that there 
was tio one to take charge of the thief. 
Tho Onderdonk Hospital took fire, but was 
fortunately extinguished by one of the 
patients who with others kept it from 
catching again. There were but few 
prisoners in the lockup mostly for slight 
offences and those were liberated when it 
was found that tho gaol and courthouse 
must go. One of the prisoners afterwards 
remarked that "it was an ill wind that 
blew nobody good" for the fire had set j 
him at large.

This week there were not the usual 
number of accidents, although some of a 
slight character on Friday morning. Two 
men wore injured at No. 14 Tunnel, but 
by lateHt reports their injuries were riot 
severe. Another accident occurred on 
the wagon road, about four miles above 
Yale. A teamster named Bill Nelsou,who, 
along with another nuin, were taking a 
wagon up a hill with both teams. Nelson 
having walked ahead of the teams, and it, 
being dark, it is supposed that he fell over 
the bank, as he was not seen again. 

After the tire on Thursday evening a 
stabbing affray took place, in which one 
man waa stabbed in the abdomen. Jeal- 
ousy is said to be the cause. 

INCIUKN T.s Or THK KIRK. 

During the progress of the fire all work 
ed well to save what could be saved. The 
Indians assisted very well, and did good 
service. Some of them in canoes took 
loads of goods along the river to different 
points, and although a fow of them profit- 
ed by the spoil, many could be seon next 
morning returning the saved goods. A 
great deal of tho furnitute saved was de- 
stroyed by handling, and the block to the 
east of the rlamessutferedagooddeal in the 
removing of tho goods and furniture. Sev- 
eral worthless characters could be pointed 
out as having new suits, indicating that 
they had been recently at a lire. Some 
less pretentious in tha way of wearing ap- 
parel could be seen with a couple of but- 
tles of stout seeking some spot to Heal 
thoir friends. 

Some had their bands and faces scorch- 
ed, but no severe accident occurred. In 
the evening the saloons that were left 
were closed, which was very judicious, as 
likely many would have imbibed freely. 

The steamer W. Irving, which was 
alongside tho bank, was at one time 111 1 
dangerous position, and tho danger being 
made greater by the fact of her having on 
board several hundred kegs of powder, 
but she shortly left her moorings and 
went to Emory, where she lay until all 
danger had passed. 

Many of those who have been burnt 
eut intend t<> build at once and next 
morning the work of levelling was com- 
menced. 

Yesterday, on the arrival of the Slope, 
Mr. Maynard, who came up on her. took 
several views of the ruins. 

On the eveningof the fire those who were 
loft homeless wero kindly treated by their 
neighbois, who were moro fortunate than j 
themselves, although many were content 
to sleep in a garden under the shade of a j 
tree; others wore supplied with room on j 
board the W. Irving and Cassiar. Before ] 
the Cre hail completed its work suvoral j 
telegrams were sent for lumber, etc , in j 
order that no delay would be made. 

Flsh'offal. 

Ycm onlay a rivei correspondent direct- 
ed attention to the waste of fish offal, lie 
estimates the offal at four pounds a fish, 
aud says some of the canneries use 20,000 
fish a day. Let the reader examine the 
matter a moment. Thero are eight can- 
neries on Fraser river. All each can- 
nery 10,000 fish, or, altogether, 80,000 
fish a day for a season of 21 days. This 
would give a total of 1,080,000 salmon, 
which multiplied by the figure 4 gives 
just 0,720,000 pounds of offal. If oil 
producers will give for tho offal of 
every KKHJ fish, the sale of the offal should 
nett each cannery 8-10 a day or a total of 
Wi040 lor all the canneries for the season; 
and if every 40 fish will make a gallon of 
oil worth 40 cents it follows that the offal 
of a season's catch will nett to tho oil pro- 
ducer 810,800. This offal is now thrown 
into tho river where it rots and poisons 
the water. It is a matter that should im- 
mediately engage the attention nf men 
w ith money 10 invest.

Dakota for Esquimalt.

Rains are almost continuous 
during this month, retarding the ripening 
of grain and damaging tho hay crops. 
Business is slack and scarcity of money 
the general complaint.

A public meeting was convened at Now 
Westminster on Wednesday evening, W. 
1). Ferris, Estp, in the chair, to considor 
the inaction of the Government respect- 
ing the opening of the Port Moody road. 
The meeting unanimously condemned the 
Government, and resolved to collect the 
necessary funds by public subscription. 

Some of the speakers expressed tho 
opinion that the Oovernment would build 
the road, and Mr. .1. C. Arustrong said if 
the members from tho city and district 
insisted on the money George Anthony 
would quake. If we had to get down on 
our knees and beg for a pittance, tho days 
of the Britons were past. Ho thought 
people would not forget walking to tho 
Government ollice to pay their taxes. If 
they wanted a small appropriation, the 
cry was no funds, but the government 
could spend our money to level a road to 
the Gorge, at Victoria. He did not ex- 
pect the government would spend a cent 
on this road, but in another year the peo- 
ple would express their opinion.

THE NE"W WESLETAN PRESI- 
DENT. 

A 3kotch of tho'Rov. Sr. Osborno. 

The choice of a new president of the 
Wesleyan Methodist Conferri v, savs 
ihf.; Li\ erpool ('ourier, has fallen on 
the Rev. Ceorge Osborne, D. D., a re- 
sult which was anticipated, especially 
in the absence of the name of the Rev. 
William Arthur, M. A., from the list 
of candidates. The communique which 
appeared in papers intimating that Mr. 
Arthur's objections to being nominated 
had been withdrawn was, it seems, al 
together unauthorized by the rev. gen 
tleman himself, who declares himself 
to bo wholly unequal to tho duties of 
the office. Mr. Arthur was elected 
president at the Leeds Conference in 
I860, and was then quite equal to the 
requirements of tho position, but the 
15 years which havo since elapsed are 
quite sufficient to explain his anxiety 
to avoid re-election. Dr. Osborne also 
has already been president of confer- 
once, being elected at Sheffield three 
years before Air. Arthur's election; so 
that he may be said to have prior claim. 
Or. Osborne has also been longer in 
the ministry, having entered in 1829 - 
more than fifty years ago — while Mr. 
Arthur entered in 1838. Dr. Osborne 
is one of the oldest members of the 
Legal Hundred, having been chosen 
by nomination in 1819, seven years be- 
fore Mr. Arthur. The cheers which 
greeted the success of Dr. Osborne 
showed that the assembly in Bruns- 
wick chapel were greatly in favour of 
his election. lie obtained more than 
four times the number of votes given 
for the Rev. Charles Oarrett, who has 
been over forty years in the ministry 
and ten years in the Legal Hundred. 
Dr. Osborne is theological professor at 
the Richmond (Surrey) branch of the 
Wesleyan Theological Institution, of 
which he now becomes president by 
virtue of the position to which he has 
just been elected. The voting is 
one of the best evidences of the 
favour in which he is held in 
the connection, and his new presi 
dency will no doubt prove us satis- 
factory as that of eighteen years ago. 
He is perhaps the most able of tho 
large number of able men in the Wes- 
leyan ministry, and no one has done 
more than he — few so much — to hus 
tain Methodism. He is a fine old 
specimen of the ministers who are guid- 
ed solely by conviction. Throughout a 
long career, in which he has taken a 
prominent part in the various connex- 
ional controversies, 1 )r. Osborne has 
never sacrificed principle to expediency. 
Thero is nothing of the time-server or 
trimmer in his composition. The in- 
terests of Wesleyanism havo ever been 
kept steadily in view,and he has declin- 
ed to servo any other interests which 
appeared likely in the slightest degree 
to clash with these.
